Since the.time of Alfred the Great 
who founded the Royal Navy, tnere 
have been 53 British Coronations;

Surely this alone is a thing to be 
proud of and of itself would warrant 
all the celebrations which today 
British subjects all over the world 
take part in..And all over the world 
all through the whole day, for, as 
you all know, the sun never sets on 
the whole of this vast Empire for 
as the shades of night fold their 
mantle over one part of the Empire, 
the first crack of dawn is breaking 
o’er another. 

This “Little Island Kingdom” like 
the smail acorn, has become a 
mighty oak .and the domain over 
which King George and Queen Eliza- 
beth now rule. covers more than 
thirteen million square miles, or one 
quarter of this planet’s surface. 
Algo, one quarter of mankind lives 
under the protection of the British 
flag.

“To many millions the crown is 
a symbol of unity by the grace of 
God and by the will of the free 
peoples of the British commonwealth. 
I have assumed that crown. In me, 
as your King, is vested for & time 
the ‘duty of maintaining its honor and 
integrity. This is indeed a grave and 
constant responsibility but it gave 
me confidence to see your represen- 
tatives in the abbey and to know 
that you too were enabled to join in 
that infinitely beautiful ceremonial, 

‘Its outward forms come down 
from distant. times but its inner 
meaning and message are always 
new, for the highest of distinction is 
the service for others and ta the 
ministry of kingship I have, with 
your sharing, dedicated myself with 
the Queen at my side in words of 
the deepest solemnity. 

“We will, God helping us, faith- 
fully ‘discharge our trust. Those of 
you who are children now will, I 
hope, retain the memories of the 
days of carefree happiness such as 
I still have of the day of my grand- 
father’s Coronation.

In America a strong movement. is 
developing in the Episcopal’ church 
to forbid the ‘remarriage in that 
church of any man or woman who 
has been divorced.

Divorce wwe 
vary from that of South Carolina, 
which forbids divorce on any grounds 
to that of Nevada, where little more

Early in colonial days Americans 
adopted the view that marriage is 
not a holy sacrament but a civil 
contract. Except: where a church 
which holds the opposite view is a 
dominant force, that is the rule al- 
most everywhere. And in this coun- 
try we have become very tolerant 
of divorce, especially where there 
are no children’s interests involved. 


FLYING * bigger planes 

Six huge airplanes, bigger than 
anything yet constructed, are being 
built for the new trans-Atlantic air 
service. They are half again as 
large as the “clippers” now flying 
across the Pacific, will have berths 
for 72 passemgers: and a crew of 
eight, and can carry 5,000 pounds 
of freight besides the passenger 
load. 

Flying at 200 miles a hour these 
new Atlantic Clippers will be able to 
cross to Europe i 15 hours. In Sum- 
mer they can make the entire flight 
between dawn and dark. Passengers 
can eat an early ‘breakfast in 
America and a late dinner the same 
day in England. They will be pow- 
ered with four 1500-horse-power 
engines and carry fuel for a 5000- 
mile flight. Only the wildest dreams 
of romancers like Jules Verne ever 
pictured a marvel like this. 

The next big advance in flying 
wil be ihigh-speed, world-girdling. 
planes flying in the stratosphere at 
500 miles an hour. One is already 
being built. Aviation is still in its 
infancy. 

TAXES ° . new sources 

When Michael Faraday showed his 


invention of the first electric dynamo» 


to Mr. Gladstone, Queen Victoria’s 
finance minister, the statesman 
asked how good it was. “Some day 
you will be able to tax it,” replied 
the inventor. He was right. Bvery 
new invention when it gets mto 
commercial use ‘becomes a new 
source of tax revenue, 

In England all the cost of broad- 
casting is paid for out of an annual 
tax on every receiving set. In this 
country every receiving set pays a 
manufacturer’s sales tax which is 
included in the price we pay for it. 
Naw it is proposed to tax broadcast- 
ing stations,.on the theory that they 
should pay for the privilege of using 
the radio ‘channels’ through the 
air. The more powerful the station, 
jhe higher the tax. 

Somebody has to pay every new 
|tax. Sooner or later a way is always 
found to make the ultimate consumer 
pay. The proposed tax on broad+ 
casting would eventually be included 
in the price of products advertised 
over the radio.

She matriculated at 
the Sorbonne, though it meant wash- 
ing labonatory ‘bottles and taking 
care of furnaces to meet expenses. 

(For three years she worked un- 
eventfully. Untit one day she met 
Pierre Curie, “a tall young man with 
auburn hair,” who had graduated 
from the Sonbonne and was doing 
electrical research work. Instantly 
Marie Slowdoska liked him, and he, 
amazed at the learning of this girl 
with the Nght blue eyes and blond 
hair, was captivated and could not, 
hide it. Their courtship was short, 
and in July, 1895, they were mar- 
wied. Marie continued witn ser stu- 
gieg and Pierre took up his new du- 
|ties as pnofessor of physics at the 
|cole’ Municipale. 

And then, Marie Curie’s lucky day 
dawned. It dawned because an im- 
portant accident happened in the 
laboratory of Professor Henri An- 
toine Becquerel. By chance Becqueret 
had left a piece of uranium ore 
upon a photographic plate in his 
dark room, Later he noticed that in 
this completely darkened room the 
(plate had been changed under the 
gpoon which the ore was placed. He 
could not understand it. He deliber- 
ately tried the experiment with 
other ores containing uranium. In 
every case a spot was left ea the 
plate and he found that the inten- 
wity of effect was -directly propor- 
‘tional to the amount of uranium in 
each ore. ‘Pitchblende seemed much 
more powerful than even its uran- 
dum content could account. for. He 
inferred that “there must be an un- 
known element with power greater 
(than uranium to affect photographic 
iplate.” 

Becquerel had watched Marie Curie 
in the laboratory, had recognized in 
her a trained and gifted experimen- 
tter. He presented the problem to her. 
Ghe talked it over with Pierre. Her 
enthusiasm ‘captivated him. Both 
were working on other problems, but 
both dropped their’ work to join in 
the great adventure of tracking 
down the powerful, unknown element 
in pitchblende.
